The above amendment to claim 1 was made to overcome a potential prior art rejection.

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 5, paragraphs 3-5, filed 1 1/21/2005, with respect to the 
"third passageway" have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 13 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
6,868,865 (Tran) discloses a ball valve for fluids comprising a body (16), an inlet (20), an outlet 
(22), an inner chamber (adjacent path 18 in figure 1 around valve 12), a ball element (12), a main 
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pathway (24), a secondary pathway (36) having a plurality of paths, and a seat (60) but lacks the 
secondary pathway being not aligned with either the inlet or outlet when the ball valve is in the 
fully open position.
